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The  Epping  Rural  District  extends  to  the  borders  of  Hertfordshire, 
and  Middlesex,  on  the  Northern  and  Western  Boundaries,  from  which 
Counties  it  is  separated  by  the  rivers  Stort  and  Lea.  The  smaller  river 
Roding  traverses  the  Western  and  Southern  side  of  the  district.  The 
whole  of  the  district  occupies  the  London  clay,  between  which  and 
the  surface  mould  are  aluvial  beds  of  marl  and  loam,  alternating  with 
gravel  and  sand,  and  having  a thickness  in  some  places  of  30  or  40 
feet,  marl  and  loam  predominate  in  the  southern  and  central,  and 
gravel  and  sand  more  towards  the  northern  parts  of  the  district,  where 
the^underlying  chalk  approaches  somewhat  nearer  to  the  surface.  The 
nature  of  the  soil  and  climate  are  favourable  to  vegetation.  The 
climate  is  a healthy  one,  being  remarkably  bracing  and  invigorating. 
The  contour  of  the  district  is  more  or  less  broken  and  undulating,  with 
a sufficiency  of  forest  and  other  woodland.  The  area  is  largely 
residential.  The  main  occupation  is  agriculture  ; dairy  farming  being 
carried  on  to  a large  extent.  There  are  but  few  factories,  engineering 
works  at  Burnt  Mill  being  the  only  one  of  importance.  These  do  not 
exercise  any  prejudicial  influence  on  the  public  health.  There  are  no 
olfensive  trades.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

There  are  no  Tuberculosis  or  Maternity  Hospitals  in  the  district. 
The  Children’s  Convalescent  Home  for  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  for  the 
East  End  (Theydon  Towers)  is  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Epping  Upland 
on  the  Epping-Theydon  Road.  The  Princess  Louise  Convalescent 
H ome  is  situated  at  Nazeing.  The  Council  provides  an  Isolation 
Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Small-pox  can,  by  arrangement 
with  the  West  Ham  Corporation,  be  admitted  to  the  West  Ham 
Small-pox  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — A Red  Cross  Motor  Ambulance  stationed 
at  Epping  is  available  for  non-infectious  cases. 

The  Council  maintains  an  Ambulance  for  the  removal  of  certain 
infectious  diseases  other  than  small-pox. 

The  Ambulance  of  the  West  Ham  Corporation  is,  by  arrangement, 
available  for  small-pox  cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — There  are  Child  Welfare 
Centres  at  Theydon  Bois,  Harlow,  Matching  and  Sheering.  The  work 
is  carried  out  by  voluntary  helpers  and  the  district  nurses.  There  are 
no  Tuberculosis  Centres,  but  there  is  one  situated  in  the  Epping  Urban 
District  which  is  available  for  patients  living  in  the  Epping  Rural 
District.

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. — Professional  nursing  in 
the  home  is  not  provided  by  the  Council.  There  are  eight  Certified 
Midwives  resident  in  and  practising  in  the  district.  These  are  also 
available  for  home  nursing  of  non-infectious  cases.  The  services  of  a 
Health  Visitor  are  provided  by  the  Essex  County  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — The  water  supply  is  sufficient  and  of  good  quality  except 
in  the  Matching  Green  portion  of  Matching  Parish,  the  Gravel  Lane 
area  of  Chigwell  Parish  and  the  Dobb’s  Weir  Estate  in  the  Parish  of 
Roydon. 

It  is  generally  derived  from  Companies’  Water  Mains  (viz:  The 
Herts  and  Essex  Water  Company,  and  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board), 
the  supply  being  constant. 

About  80%  of  the  population  are  supplied  from  the  Companies’ 
Works,  and  a majority  have  the  supply  direct  to  the  houses.  Where 
Companies’  Water  is  not  available  the  supply  is  obtained  chiefly  from 
shallow  wells. 

On  account  of  the  Public  Wells  at  Epping  Green,  yielding  a 
supply  that  was  found  to  be  unwholesome,  the  Herts  and  Essex  Water 
Main  was  extended.  All  houses  on  the  route  of  the  extension  have  had 
a main  supply  connected. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — There  is  little  or  no  pollution  of  rivers  or 
streams  in  the  District. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  arrangements  for  drainage  and 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  appear  adequate  with  the  exception  of 
Woodside,  North  Weald;  Epping  Green,  Epping  Upland;  and  parts  of 
Nazeing  Parish. 

The  work  of  constructing  an  extension  of  the  sewer  along 
Woodside,  North  Weald  is  now  in  hand.

Conversion  is  not  proceeding  on  any  definite  policy,  but  only  as 
nuisances  and  insufficiencies  occur. 

Scavenging. — In  Harlow  and  Chigwell  the  removal  of  House 
refuse  is  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  Contract.  That  collected  in 
Harlow  is  destroyed  in  a small  incinerator,  whilst  that  at  Chigwell  is 
screened  and  disposed  of  on  agricultural  land. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  cleansing  of  Earth  Closets, 
Privies,  Ashpits  or  Cesspools.  There  are  very  few  fixed  receptacles.

There  are  no  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the  district  nor  any 
offensive  trades.  There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms. 

Schools. 

All  of  the  Schools  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  periodically 
and  with  one  exception  were  found  to  be  kept  in  a cleanly  state  and 
to  have  sufficient  accommodation. 

The  unsatisfactory  case  called  for  the  service  of  a Statutory 
Notice,  which  notice  was  duly  complied  with.

HOUSING. 

(I.)  (1)  The  condition  of  Houses  generally  throughout  the  district 

is  fair. 

(2)  {a)  There  appears  to  be  a shortage  of  Houses  at  Chigwell 

and  at  Sheering,  and  in  no  part  of  the  district  is 
there  an  excess. 

{h)  The  Council  are  now  erecting  16  parlour  type  and  30 
non-parlour  type  Houses  at  Chigwell,  and  12  non- 
parlour type  Houses  at  Sheering. 

(3)  There  has  been  no  more  than  the  normal  growth  of  popula- 

lation  in  the  district,  and  apart  from  the  migration  to 
this  district  of  residents  now  living  in  or  near  London, 
and  the  establishment  of  an  Aerodrome  at  North  Weald, 
which  will  probably  have  a large  compliment  of  soldiers, 
no  important  change  in  population  is  anticipated. 

(II.)  Overcrowding. 

(1)  There  are  a few  cases  of  overcrowding  in  almost  every 

Parish  of  the  district. 

(2)  The  overcrowding  is  probably  in  the  homes  of  members  of 

the  poorer  working  classes  who  are  unable  to  afford  the 
rents  of  the  more  accommodative  houses,  and  therefore 
do  not  apply  for  the  tenancies  of  them. 

(3)  No  stringent  measures  have  been  taken  to  abate  overcrowd- 

ing, it  not  being  possible  to  deal  satisfactorily  with 
the  cases. 
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(III.)  Fitness  of  Houses. 

(1)  {a)  There  are  only  a few  houses  in  the  district  that  are  not 

in  a fair  condition,  although  in  the  more  rural  districts 
the  standard  is  low. 

(h)  The  chief  defects  found  are  defective  roofs,  walls,  floors 
and  gutters.  In  a number  of  cases  the  drains  have 
been  found  to  be  defective.  The  lack  of  a Pantry  in 
cottages  generally  is  noticeable. 

(c)  In  many  cases  the  defects  are  due  to  lack  of  management 
and  supervision  by  owners,  whilst  in  the  minority  of 
cases  the  careless  ways  of  the  tenants  are  responsible. 

(2)  {a)  Where  defects  or  nuisances  remediable  by  the  Public 

Health  Acts  have  been  found  the  necessary  action 
has  been  taken  to  effect  their  abatement. 

{h)  Not  much  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  unfit 
houses  under  the  Housing  Acts,  they  being  chiefly 
dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

(3)  The  chief  difficulty  in  remedying  unfitness  is  the  cost  of 

repairs  ; and  the  restricted  amount  of  increase  of  rent 
which  prevents  the  owners  getting  a return  for  their 
outlay. 

(IV.)  Unhealthy  Areas. 

There  are  no  unhealthy  areas  in  the  district. 

(V.)  The  Bye-Laws  in  force  in  this  district  relating  to  Tents,  Vans 
and  Sheds  are  sufficient.  There  are  no  others  in  force 
that  apply  to  Housing.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 


Generally  speaking  the  Milk  produced  within  the  district  and  that 
brought  into  this  area  is  wholesome  and  adequate.  The  herds  from 
which  it  is  produced  appear  healthy  and  are  kept  clean. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  produce  a clean  milk  supply. 

The  whole  of  the  Cowsheds  are  inspected  periodically  and  notices 
served  to  abate  contraventions.  In  one  case  a Statutory  notice  was 
served,  this  notice  was  complied  with. 

There  are  85  Cowsheds  on  the  Register  of  Wholesale  Traders  and 
Producers,  and  38  on  that  of  Retail  Purveyors. 

The  number  of  milch  cows  is  approximately  2,248. 

(i'  There  has  been  no  need  for  action  to  be  taken  with  regard  to 
Tuberculous  milk  or  cattle. 

(ii)  This  Council  issue  5 Supplementary  Licences  to  retail 
designated  milk  to  their  area,  under  the  Milk,  Special 
Designations  Order,  1923. 

(iii)  There  has  been  no  refusal  to  register  or  revocation  of  registra- 

tion of  retailers  or  of  licences  for  graded  milk. 

(iv)  No  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken. 
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(6)  An  effort  is  being  made  to  be  present  at  the  slaughtering  of 
as  many  animals  as  is  possible  whose  flesh  is  to  be  used  for  the  food 
of  man,  and  where  it  is  not  possible  to  be  present  at  the  slaughtering 
the  meat  is  inspected  afterwards. 

Meat  marking  is  not  adopted  by  this  authority. 

Disease  and  unsound  conditions  in  meat  have  called  for  the 
surrender  and  destruction  of  over  4,000  lbs.  weight  of  meat.  This 
included  3 whole  carcases  of  beef  affected  with  generalised  Tuber- 
culosis The  remainder  is  made  up  of  Mutton  and  Pork  carcases 
and  parts,  together  with  parts  of  beef  carcases. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  adequate  disposal  of  con- 
demned meat,  but  steps  are  taken  in  each  case  to  ensure  that  the 
articles  will  not  be  used  for  human  consumption. 

(ii)  Shops,  Stores  and  Vehicles  are  inspected  from  time  to  time, 
and  the  requirements  of  the  Meat  Regulations  enforced. 

(iii)  There  are  no  public  Slaughter-houses.

(c)  Very  little  unsound  food  other  than  meat  is  found.  Fish 
amounting  to  55  lbs.  weight  was  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

The  Bakehouses  of  the  district  have  been  visited  both  at  the  times 
when  limewashing  or  cleansing  is  due  and  between  those  times.  All 
are  found  to  be  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Prevalence. — During  the  last  five  years  the  incidence  of  infectious 
disease  has  shown  little  variation.  Both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
appear  to  be  endemic  to  the  district.  There  have  been  no  notifications 
of  Small-pox  during  this  period,  nor  have  any  Vaccinations  been 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.  Two  cases  of  Encephalitis 
Lethargica  have  been  notified  (one  in  1924  and  one  in  1925)  and 
two  of  Puerperal  Fever.  No  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorium  was 
notified. 
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Laboratory  Work. — Bacteriological  Examinations  are  made  free 
of  cost  to  the  patient  by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
91,  Queen  Victoria  Street,  E.C.4.  Doctors  practising  in  the  District 
make  use  of  this  arrangement.  Fifty-five  specimens  were  examined 
during  the  year.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  and 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Samples  of 
water  from  wells  in  the  district  are  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Disinfection. — Disinfection  of  premises  and  of  articles  which 
have  been  exposed  to  infection  is  undertaken  by  the  Council.
